We do not measure the value of a painting by the number of 
uare feet of canvas it contains. Neither y we measure the 
dignity or worth of a Bible character by the number of words 
expended on him or her. Much is said in the Bible about the 
devil, about the Scribes and Pharisees, about King Herod; are 
we, therefore, to conclude that these characters are worthy of 
greater regard than Joseph, for instance, the foster-father of 
hrist, about whom very ittle is said? A single sentence may 
contain a higher eulogium and panegyric than a whole book. 

Mary was in God’s mind from all eternity, when He decreed 
that His Divine Son should become Incarnate through her. She 
was referred to by God, when He cursed the tempter of Eve: 

“I shall place enmities between thee and the woman, thy seed 
and her seed” (Gen. III, 15). She was referred to by Isaias: “A 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and His name shall! be 
called Emmanuel” ‘pes: VII, 14). Thirty-three verses of the 
first chapter of St. Luke’s gospel are devoted to her, and they 
contain an eulogy of her as admirable as unprecedented. An 
angel is sent “from God” to honor her i in the name of God, to 
pronounce her “blessed among women,” to acquaint her with 
the lofty dignity to which God had deigned to elevate her. 

Here are four texts, each of which predicates more of Mary 
than whole volumes from the pen of man could: (1) “The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the power of the Most High 
shall overshadow thee; and, therefore, also the Holy, which shall 
be born of thee, shall be called the Son of God” (Luke I, 35); 
(2) “Mary, of whom was born Jesus, Who is called Christ” 
(Matt. I, 16); (3) “The Word was made flesh (through Mary) 
and dwelt among us’ ’ (John I, 14); (4) “When the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent His Son, made of woman” (Gal. IV, 4). 

Mary is not deserving of adoration, despite her great dig 
nity; but, think you that she deserves to be almost despised ? 
When her Son judges you, do you believe He will be pleased that 
you have withheld even a small degree of honor from His own 
Mother? A scriptural injunction is “honor to whom honor is 
due” (Rom. II, 10; XIII, 7).

THE PARISH WELFARE COMMITTEE. 


The work of this General Committee and of the Sub-Committees or 
Sections, formed by each Sodality to cooperate with the General Com- 
mittee, will be along the lines of the:Parish Welfare Section described in 
these pages some time ago. 

At the general meeting of the Committee, discussions wili turn on 
the ways in which Sodalists can become lay auxiliaries to the pastor, the 
opportunities of the individual Sodalist to work for the welfare of the 
parish, and the particular activities which are seeded in the city and in 
the parish in question. In this way definite and special plans may be 
formed for co-operating with the pastor in the way in which he wishes and 
which the needs of the parish require. The individual members will then 
return to their own parishes and organize their Parish Welfare Sections 
to carry out the plans of the General Committee. 

One of the works of the Parish Welfare Section is to make a survey 
of the parish and to keep up a complete card index of every Catholic 
therein, according to the form already given in these pages. The members 
will then make a regular visitation of'the parish, or at least of those homes 
where their help and encouragement is specially needed, and will report 
to the pastor any special occasion for his intervention. They wil! en- 
deavor to induce parents to send their children to the parish school, to 
make their Easter duties, to read Catholic literature, and in general to be 
alert and active in their duties as members of the parish. 

These Parish Welfare workers will call to the attention of other Sec- 
tions or other organizations such as the St. Vincent de Paul Society any 
special need for their assistance. They will in general foster in them- 
selves anu promote in others a hearty, unselfish and particular interest in 
the affairs of the parish, and be ready at any time to help to promote its 
welfare even at the cost of some slight personal inconvenience. 

Where a parishioner moves from one parish to another the Parish 
Welfare Section of his old parish will transfer his record card to the new 
parish, thus putting the pastor at once in full possession of the details 
they have gathered about the former parishioner. Their work is, of course. 
highly confidential and they should undertake it in the spirit of the great- 
est zeal and discretion, considering in all things not their own conven- 
lence, but the glory of God, the good of souls, and the things which make

A DEBBORA OF OUR AGE. 

The comparison between the irreligious press and that false woman 
through whose wiles Samson, the “Nazarite of God,” was betrayed, is only 
too strikingly justified by the facts of every-day experience. Evil reading, 
like evil companionship, leads to destruction. It is tempting God. 

The neutral press is often hardly less dangerous. The words of our 
Lord can here serve tis for a warning. He tells us that whosoever is not 
with Him is against Him; that he who gathereth not with Him, seattereth. 

But the same book of Judges which recounts the Aeceits of the false 
Dalila, likewise records the history of the noble Debbora, a prophetéss 
who judged the people of God. Of her the Holy Scripture says: “The val- 
jant men ceased and rested in Israel: until Debbora arose, a mother arose 
in Israel.” Her mighty influence and beneficient activity can well be used, 
by way of comparison, to illustrate the service of a good press fn the cause 
of Christ. 

It is to be feared that little can ever be hoped for from Catholic men 
and women who are without an effective and widely-spread Catholic press. 
Its constant aid and inspiration are necessary to point out to them the 
hour of danger and the need of action; to encourage them in their daily 
battle for truth and justice; and to help them in bravely overcoming the 
difficulties which without such assistance would seem insuperable. “The 
valiant men ceased, and rested in Israel,”..will be the verdict of history 
upon us, if we neglect the development and propagation of a mighty Cath- 
olic press. It must instruct and urge us on to action. 

These thoughts are perhaps sufficiently familiar, and yet they are too 
little understood and put into intelligent practice. They were most 
forcibly expressed by Pope Pius X. His words of warning cannot be re- 
peated too frequently. They contain indeed fundamental truths which 
can never be staled by repetition: 

“Neither the Faithful nor the clergy,” he said, “make use of the Press 
as they should. 

“Sometimes people say that the Press is an innovation, and that souls 
used to be saved without newspapers in fofmer times. They do not bear 
in mind that in former times the poison of the bad Press was not spread 
everywhere, and that therefore the antidote was not necessary. 

“In vain will you build churches, give missions, found schools. All 
your work will be destroyed, all your efforts rendered fruitiess, if you are 
not able to wield the defensive and offensive weapon of a loya! and sin- 
cere Catholic Press.”
